"VAMPS" WHO
MADE HISTORY

THE VAMPIRE WHO TRAINED A 
TYRANT.

O NE of the most dangerou.8 w#men 
In the ancient world was Pop- 

paea Sabina, wife of Nero. Under her 
tutelage he emerged from youth as a 
profligate and tyrant. History shows 
that before their meeting no other 
Roman emperor ever had a better 
chance of making good on his imperial 
job, and none ever failed so miserably.

When Nero came Into power at the 
age of seventeen .Rome was just be­ 
coming acquainted with the luxury of 
Greece and the Orient. But he had 
been raised like a Spartan by his 
mother Agrlpplna, who made him em­ 
peror almost single handed. The rig­ 
orous discipline of his mother pre» 
gumably should have made Nero a 
brave,, simple-living man, like the Ro­ 
mans of old. ' Instead, he quickly 
turned to luxurious ways of life. Then 
he met and. loved Acte, an Asiatic 
woman. Agrlpplna forbade him to 
carry on the affair. Nero balked. He 
was emperor and not a mere boy any 
more.

The love affair with Acte estranged 
Nero and his wife, Octavla, whom he 
had married as a matter of statecraft. 
Then he fell under the sway of Pop- 
paea Sabina and quickly abandoned 
Acte. Poppaea also was married, but 
aa mistress to Nero she chlded him 
for subjection to his mother. Nero 
lost his head and set about doing 
whatever Poppaea bid. She was older 
than he, but beautiful and seductiv 
a vampire i<i very truth, Aud she meant 
to make herself empress. Agripplna 
stood In the way, and Poppaea lost no 
chance to rub salt upon the wounds 
lo Nero's pride. Her promptings led 
him to his ilrst and perhaps his great­ 
est crime, the murder of his own moth­ 
er. When this deed had been done, 
Octavla still remained. But not for 
long. She- was banished, then mur­ 
dered. Poppaea became empress.

Nero, a prey to excesses of every 
Kind, began to verge upon madness. 
He had many of the 'most prominent 
men executed, Including eveu Seneca, 
the philosopher and tutor of his child­ 
hood. Then Rome was burned and 
the whole of the ancleut world whis­ 
pered that Nero hud fired It: The em­ 
peror begun reconstruction on u grand 
 cule aud actually accomplished much 
In that way. But his race was run. 
His last supporters (ell awuy, and 
one night the praetorluu guard de­ 
serted Its post, leaving the palace un­ 
guarded. Nero crept away In the 
darkness, alone. The senate met and 
forfeited his life,' when he committed 
suicide, ut thu age of thirty-one.

It was not Poppaeu who laid him 
«t rest, but Hie gentle Acte, who alone 
claimed his body.
